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East Tennessee Traiie Rkgclations. — 
"W. G. Browulow, Assistant Special Treasury 
Agent for the District of East Tennessee, 
after consultinp; with General Burnside, has 
resolved upon Knoirille as the only post, for 
the present, to be furnished with goods, wares, 
and merchandise. Samuel R. Rogers has 
been appointed local agent at Knoxville, who 
will grant all permits for bringing goods into 
that city from the loyal States, and without 
his permit they will not be allowed to pass 
any Custom-house where they may be pur- 
chased. And all goods brought into Knox- 
ville hereafter without the permit of a Sur- 
veyor of Customs, based upon the permit of 
the local agent there, will be seized and turned 
over to the Assistant Special Agent of the 
Treasury Department for confiscation. The 
previous permits granted by the military 
authorities are good, and will be respected by 
the Treasury officers. Merchants opening 
goods there can only retail, and are 
not allowed by the Treasury Regu- 
lations to wholesale to parties to be sold 
again in other towns and neighborhoods; and 
every merchant selling a bill of goods is re- 
quired to keep a book and enter the day, date, 
catn&aAnd amount of the bill, subject at all 
fes to the inspection of the officers of the 
Treasury Department. Every bill of goods 
exceeding $5 must go before the local agent 
and be permitted by him, for which a fee of 
20 cents must be paid. Family supplies may 
be purchased by parties living in other coun- 
ties within our lines to any reasonable ex- 
tent, and one man or woman can purchase for 
and represent three families beside his or her 
owd, taking an oath before the local agent 
Colonel Rogers that they are for family sup- 
plies for the parties named, and that they are 
not intended to be smuggled through the 
lines to persons in rebellion against the Gov- 
ernment. 

The aids to the revenue for Ea3t Tennessee 
are John C. Childs, James H. Henry, James 
M. Henderson, and William Homer, who will 
look after abandoned rebel property, and seize 
upon all goods brought there without author- 
ity, as well as all goods attempted to be smug- 
gledinto that city or out of it into the rebel 
lines. They will also seize upon the goods of 
sutlers found selling goods to citizens, as they 
have no right to do so. Sutlers have author- 
ity to sell to their regiments as much as $2,500 
per month without paying the Government 
assessment, and a wholesale trade can be car 
ried on among sutlers, they buying of the pist 
sutler there, who may be appointed by the 
military authorities. Cotton shippers for 
Xnoxville must pay five cents on the pound 
as a Government assessment or war tax, and 
tobacco must pay at the rate of two dollars 
per hogBhead, before either can escape the 
vigilance of the Treasury officers. Disloyal 
persons cannot ship cotton or tobacco, or 
bring goods into that market. Nor can Union 
men do either, Mr. Brownlow says, who do 
not approve the war policy of the Govern- 
ment, and adds: ''If this 'Lincoln despotism' 
be not acceptable to gentlemen, they cin re 
tire from business, or fall back into Jeff Da- 
vis's bogus government, where they will find 
'free trade and sailors' rights.' " 

|®- The Memphis Argua of October 27 
says: "We leara from a gentleman recently 
arrived from the vicinity, that during the last 
■week a company of guerillas entered the re- 
gion of country on the Tennessee side, back 
and west of Fort Pillow and Island 37, for the 
purpose of conscripting citizens. They com- 
menced work, and, although the citizens 
dodged them as much as they could, in a day 
or two Captain Mason, the leader of the guer- 
illas, succeeded in securing six or seven citi- 
zens of respectability, taking them from their 
residences without even allowing them time to 
provide for their families. Matters took a 
turn, however, for which the conscripting 
gentry were entirely unprepared. A number 
of citizens had forued themselves into a com- 
er, with mob arms as could be obtained, 
tit the purpose of rc:i9ting the conscription. 
The proximity of the guerillas was the signal 
for an assemblage of all who could reach the 
rendezvous, and it was resolved among them 
to attack the conscriptors at some favorable 
point, run them out of the country, if possi- 
ble, and rescue any of their neighbors who 
had been to unfortunate as to be caught. 

' The citizens discovered the route the 
guerillas designed taking on their exit from the 
neighborhood, and lay in wait for them. The 
company, closely guarding the conscripts, 
made their appearance in due time on Friday 
or Saturday last, and at a point where attack 
was least expected (for no opposition to their 
irruption was anticipated) they were startled 
by a volley from some bushes by the roadside, 
end the sudden appearance of a large number 
of men with arms in their hands. 

"Two or three of the guerillas fell, and ono 
or two others were wounded. Those who 
were unharmed or slightly injured, put spurs 
to their horses and were soon beyond the 
reach of bullets. In the excitement, they 
quite overlooked their conscripts, who, over- 
joyed at their deliverance, at once rejoined 
their friends, and all returned to the neighbor- 
hood tog. tr.er." 

Badges or Honorable Distinction. — In a 
recent order, the Secretary of War directed 
that for each battle in which every officer, 
non-commissioned officer, and private of the 
Invalid Corps may ha^e been engaged and 
borne an honorable part, a scarlet braid, one- 
sixth of an inch wide, may be worn on the 
right arm, with a space of one-sixth of an 
inch between each braid. This will become 
an honorable badge, showing the service the 
officer or Baldier has performed, and will be 
as highly prized by the brave wearer as the 
ribbons and crosses so proudly worn by the 
veterans of European armies. 

Sixty-sixth Indiana. — In consequence of 
the gallant conduct of tho Sixty-sixth Regi- 
ment, Col. D. C. Anthony, in the late affair at 
■Collierville, Gen. Sherman ordered the regi- 
ment to be attached to his army. The regi- 
ment has accordingly left Collierville, and is 
now with Gen. Sherman's command. At 
tt accounts it was at Iuka. Gen. Sherman 
apeaka in glowing terms of the Sixtj-3ixth.

TDK CONFISi'ATIOJI ACT Of LS61— OFDTIOH OF 
J I'DGFS CATRON AND TK1GG VTUK 1NITKD 
fcTATKS VS. BM'l'BLICAN BAN NEB OFFICE,

This cause is submitted to the court upon a 
motion to quash the information tiled by the 
United States Attorney, upon the ground that 
the real eFtate mentioned therein was not sub- 
ject to seizure by virtue of the act of August 
6, 18'.1, under which the proceeding in this 
cause has been instituted. 

The question, then, to be decided by this 
court is: Does Ik* act of August G, 1861, em- 
brace real estate within its provisions, and 
nmke that, as well as personal property, tor 
the causes mentioned in said act, a subject of 
seizure, confiscation, and condemnation? 

The set reads as follows: (12th Statutes at 
Large, 319 ) [We omit the act ] 

It is not denied that the words of the act, 
"any property of whatsoever kind or descrip- 
tion," are very comprehensive, and in their 
terms would embrace real as well as personal 
properly. But it is insisted that Congress did 
not intetd to inc'ude all kinds of property by 
the bread and comprehensive language em- 
ployed, and that this is manifest from the 
woids used in the act in denouncing the pen- 
alty against the property used or employed, 
or intended to be used tr employed, as therein 
stated. 

The act dec'ares that "all such property is 
hereby declared to be lawful subject of prize 
and capture wherever found;" and it is argued 
thai the words "prize and capture" are purely 
technical in their meaning, and apply alone to 
personal property, real estate not being a sub- 
ject of prize and capture, and that these words, 
therefore, must be understood to have been 
used in their technical sense. And the words 
"prize and capture," beiug thus technical in 
their meaning, must control the previous 
woids, and limit and confine their operation 
to that description of property to which "prize 
and capture" are applicable. 

The words of a statute are ordinarily to be 
understood in their common, popular sen3e, 
regard being had to the connection in which 
they are used, and the subject to which they 
relate. But it is equally a rule of construc- 
tion, as contended for by the counsel of the 
c'aimants, that technical words must be un- 
derstood in their technical sense, as applicable 
to the tub/ect of the statute in which they are 
used. Tbey must be technical to the subject 
of the particular statute, and not to any other 
subji ct. The more common application, how- 
ever, of this rule is to words and phrases 
which have obtained a peculiar legal signifi- 
cation. In law phrase many words have an 
exact technical sense, unlike or more limited 
or extended than their popular ones; and in 
this sense tbey are ordinarily to be construed 
in statutes. 1 Bish. 368-9-70. 

Now let us test the application of those 
rules to the statute we are considering, and 
see bow far those technical words, "prize and 
capture," on which the argument of the coun- 
sel of the claimants is based, should be per- 
mitted to govern its construction. 

' Prize and capture" are undoubtedly words 
which have a technical meaning, and if those 
w ords have obtained a peculiar legal significa- 
tion, an exact techinal sense, applicable to the 
subject of the statute, then, under the above 
rule, they mnst be understood to have been 
used in that tense, and thus control us in our 
construction of that statute. 

It would be needless, for the object we now 
have in view, to enquire into the origin of 
Courts of Admiralty and their jurisdiction as 
prize courts, or as inttance courts. It is suffi- 
cient for our present purpose to note the fact 
that Prize Courts of Admiralty have existed 
for a very loDg period, and that their jurisdic- 
tion is quite distinct from the ordinary ad- 
miralty tourt, although blended in the same 
Judge. The jurisdiction of these courts, and 
in England the prize court itself, is only called 
into bction in time of war, and is governed by 
gene ral principles of policy and the law of na- 
tions. The ordinary prize jurisdiction of tho ad- 
miralty extends to all captures in war made on 
the hiKhseas. "I know of no other definition 
of pr ze goods," said Sir Wm Scott,in the case of 
the Two Friends, "than that tbey are goods 
taken on the high seas, jure belli, out of the 
bands of the enemy." 1 Rob. Rep. 271, cited 
1 Kent 391, Ninth Edition. Then, according 
to this definition, to constitute goods or 
property prize under the ordinary legal ac- 
ceptation of the term, they must be taken or 
captured on the high seas, must be taken jure 
belli, and must be taken out of the hands of 
the enemy. In fact, it has been held that 
goods taken on shore as prize, where there 
bad been no act of capture on the high seas, 
were not to be considered as prize, and that 
the Prize Courts bad no jurisdiction in such a 
cose. Cited by Sir William Scott in the case 
of the Two Friends above referred to. 

The term prize, then, wonld seem to have 
an exact legal and technical signification, and 
is appropriate only to captures made from an 
enemy on the high seas in time of war. And 
it our construction of the statute of August 
6, 1861, is to be limited by the strictly techni- 
cal sense of the words "prize and capture," it 
would follow that such property only as 
might be captured upon the high seas, and 
which was intended to be used or employed in 
aiding or promoting the insurrection, could 
be the lawtul subject of condemnation nnder 
said statute. Thus it will be seen that, in the 
construction of the act under consideration, if 
we are to be controlled by the purely techni- 
cal meaning of the words ''priza aud capture," 
the operation of the law will be confined to 
f uch captures only »3 may be made upon the 
high seas, and all property on land would be 
exempt therefrom, and be not a lawful subject 
of prize. 

1 do not mean to Rssert that Congress has 
not the power to declare any other property 
than that w hich shall be eaptured from an en- 
emy in time of war, upon the high seas, a 
lawful subject of prize; but simply to main- 
tain that no cupture o' property as prize can 
be so considered technically, unless there be 
an act of capture on the high seas. In other 
words, that property captured or taken on 
land as prize, could not be considered as prize 
in the technical meaning of the phrase, and 
the prize court would have no jurisdiction 
over it. 

The question presented to the court is not 
without difficulty, but it is clear, from what 
has been before stated, that, in giving a con- 
tti uction to this statute, it will not do to be 
limited by the mere technical sense of the 
words "prize and capture," for in that case 
it is apparent etiat a large and distinct class of 
property would be excluded from its opera- 
tion. Aud it is manifest from the reading of 
the act that property, other than such us 
might be captured on the sea, was intended to 
la 11 within its provisions. For the act, inde- 
pendent of the sweeping provision, "any 
property of whatsoever kind or description," 
expiessly declares that "all su«h property is 
hereby declared to be lawful subject of prize 
and cupture wherever found.'' To give a just 
consti uction, therefore, to the statute, we must 
ascertain what the Congress intended, and to 
do this, after looking at the words of the act 
itself, we may look to the surrounding facts 
and circumstances which would properly have 
influenced Congress in its passage. 

And in order that technical words used in 
the act may not be deprived of their just 
weight in fixing its construction, we must re- 
paid the subject of it, and see whether tho^e 
technical words are technical to its subject, 
for if they are, they must be understood in 
their technical sense. If the words used are 
not technical to the subject of the act, tbey 
are improperly or inaccurately used, and it is 
a rule of construction that if words or expres- 
sions are used inaccurately, they will be con- 
strued in the sense intended, where that sense 
appears upon the whole face of the act. Now 
what is the subject of the act we are consider- 
ing? It is the confiscation ot prerperty used 
for insurrectionary purposes; and it is difficult 
to petceive that the technical words relied up- 
on to govern the construction of tbe act are 
or can be technical to that subject. For by 
said act a new class of forfeitures, if we may 
so term them, is created, growing out of the 
present unhappy condition of our country, 
and which were never before known to our 
laws. These technical words then cannot 
control us in out construction and we must 
look to the whole body of the act, ascertain 
the intention of Congress in passing it, and 
construe ihe technical words "prize and cap- 
ture" in the sense intended by them, and not 
in tbe strict legal sense in which they are 
usuhlly understood. 

The act ; declares that if "any person or 
persons, his, her, or their agent, attorney, or 
< mployee, shall purchase or acquire, sell or 
give any propefty of whatsoever kind or de- 
scription, with intent to use or employ the 
bame, or Buffer the same to be used or em- 
ployed, in aiding, abetting, or promoting suoh 
insurrection or resistance to the laws, or any 
person or persons engaged therein; or if anv 
person or persons, being the owner or owners 
of any snob property, shall knowingly us^ or 
employ the same as aforesaid, all Buch proper- 
ty is hereby declared to be lawful subject of 
prize and capture wherever found; and it shall 
be the duty of the President of the United 
States to cause tbe same to be seized, confiscat- 
ed, and condemned." The languogeof this act 
is broad and comprehensive.and looking to the 
surrounding facts and circumstances at the 
time, tbere being then a formidable rebellion 
in progress, the intention of Congress, in en- 
acting this law, must have been to deter per- 
sons from so using and employing their prop- 
erty as to aid and promote the insurrection, 
and thereby to diminish and weaken tbe 
power of the rebellion — and perhaps it was 
also intended, by taking from him his prop- 
erty so unlawfully employed, to inflict 
upon the party a penalty for his miscon- 
duct in thns aiding and promoting a re- 
sistance to the laws. What then is included, 
it may be asked, under that broad language of 
the statute, "any property of whatsoever kind 
or description, which is lawful enbject of 
prize and capture, and liable to be seized, con- 



fiscated, and condemned? We answer that it 
is manifestly any property of whatsoever 
kind, which is capable of being used or em- 
ployed in aiding, abetting, or promotiog the 
i nsnrrection. Tbe only question, theu, is, 
whether real estate ran be so used or em- 
ployed; for if it can, there is no more reason 
why it should not be seized and confiscated 
than any other description of property. Cer- 
tainly the mischiefs to result from such use of 
it would be as great as those from the use of 
property of any other kind. Suppose that a 
person, with the avowed purpose of aiding the 
insurrection, should purchase a piece of ground 
suitable for his object, and proceed to erect 
upon it the necessary buildings and machinery 
for ihe manufacture of guns and other small 
arms, and he does proceed, in accordance with 
bis previous intent, to the manufacture of such 
weapons of war, to supply the rebel army — 
can it be contended that such propsrty, real 
estate if you choose, is not used, and as effac- 
tually used, in aiding, abetting, or promoting 
the insurrection H3 any movable property 
whatever? And, if so, why should it not be 
as mueh a subject ot confiscation as any oth- 
er? All property used in its ordinary and le- 
gitimate mode is exempt from the operation 
of the act, but the moment it is purchased or 
acquired, sold or given, with intent to us9 or 
employ it in aiding the insurrection, or if the 
owner kcowingly and intentionally uses or 
employs his property for such a purpose, it 
immeaiately becomes the subject of seizure 
and condemnation under the act, whether it 
be real or personal property. The words 
"prize and capture" ia the act were intended 
to have the same meaning which is eiven to 
the word "seizure" in the act of July 17, 
1802, and to apply as well to real as personal 
property. 

Tbe second section does not affect or in any 
manner conflict with this construction of the 
act. That section only provides for the con- 
demnation of the property seized, and directs 
in what courts it should be made. It declares 
"that such prize and capture shall be condemn- 
ed in the District or Circuit Court of the United 
States having jurisdiction of the amount, or 
in admiralty in any district in which tbe same 
may be seized, or into which they may be 
taken and proceedings first instituted." Tbe 
plain interpretation of this provision is, and 
no doubt it was so intended, that the district 
court, and, where tbe value of the property 
seized shall amount to the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars, the circuit court, concurrent with 
the district court, shall have cognizance of 
such seizure when the same shall be made on 
land, or on waters not navigable from tbe sea 
by vessels of ten or more tons burden. But if 
the seizure be made upon tbe high seas, or on 
waters navigable from the sea by vessels of 
ten or more tons burden, then the proceed- 
ings must be instituted in admiralty and of 
course in the district court, which, bv the act 
of 1789, has exclusive cognizance of admiral- 
ty cases. 

The question raised by claimant s counsel 
in tbe closing argument, as to the constitu- 
tionality of the act, was not made upon the 
original motion as the same wat entered, and 
was not argued on behalfof the United States. 
No authority however was produced, and it 
eeems to me that the arguments relied on to 
sustain its unconstitutionality would be as ap- 
plicable to any other law of Congress impos- 
ing tbe penalty of forfeiture, as to the act we 
are considering. 

Upon tbe whole, I am of opinion that the 
ialoimation filed in this cause ought not to be 
quashed. 

I concur with the foregoing opinion of the 
District Judge.

I have long been accustomed to regard the 
Louisville Journal as a sort of guiding star, 
not with a worshipful reverence nor dogmatic 
faith, but with a certainty that in all matters 
concerning the public good it would be found 
a true, enlightened, and faithful advocate of 
tbe right. To recur a moment to tbe dark 
hours preceding the outbreak ef the rebellion, 
we Etc with what potency, courage, and pa- 
triotic fervor it portrayed the dreadful conse- 
quences of sectional passion, prejudice, and 
warfare. When first "the dogs ot war were 
loosed," bow earnest were its efforts to keep 
our noble State from being plunged into 
a sea of fraternal blood. When it be- 
came no longer possible to avert the 
conflict, and we were overwhelmed by the 
maddened hosts of our impetuous and erring 
brethren of the South, then the only path of 
duty, ot honor, and of loyalty the Journal 
was quick to perceive, powerful to proclaim, 
and fearless to pursue.

By this 
meaDS he let loose upon tho community some 
of the worst men that ever infested the coun- 
try, while he himself joined with the murder- 
ous gang in whose companionship he fell a 
victim to retributive justice. He was a very 
bad man, and taken suddenly before bis Ma- 
ker has to render an account for the murder 
and hanging of Union citizens and negroes, 
many of whom have fallen by his own hands. 
The citizens of Mount Pleasaut had him in- 
terred on Friday morning.

Cairo, Nov. 6. 

The late fight at Pine Bluff occurred on Sun- 
day morning, the 25th ult., about 8 o'clock. 
Tbe rebels attempted a surprise on Colonel 
Clayton by tour thousand Confederate caval- 
ry. Tbe troops were commanded by Generals 
Marmsdukcand Cabell. Colonel Clayton had 
an hour's notice of their approach, and imme- 
diately set himself about preparing for de- 
fence. Plenty of cotton being in a store near 
by the courthouse, the Colonel ordered a suffi- 
cient quantity to be used to barricade tho 
streets surrounding the courthouse square, 
and having eleven cannon planted in position 
to rake the three streets leading to the centre 
of the city. His force was less than 7oo, with 
no infantry. 

The enemy attacked both places at 9 o'clock 
simultaneously on the south, east, and west 
sides of the city, they having come in on three 
different roads. On arriving at tbe outskirts 
shell were thrown in every direction into the 
city, and notice was given for the women and 
children to leave. The bursting of tbe shells 
caused an extraordinary excitement, women 
and children running from every direction to 
the courthouse for safety. 

In a few moments the rebels advanced, di- 
recting their fire upon the building. Tbe 
women and children were removed 
under tbe banks of the river, where 
they remained, exposed throughout the 
cold, dreary day, uutil the battle was over, 
which was about five o'clock in the evening. 
By nine o'clock the rebel sharpshooters had 
entered private houses in the vicinity of the 
courthouse and commenced firing from the 
windows, and their artillery was thundering 
up aud down tbe streets against the cotton 
brrastv, orks. 

Maimaduke sent a flag of truce to Colonel 
Clay ton, telling him be had a force of 4,200 
troops, had him completely surrounded, and 
demanded an unconditional surrender. Col. 
Clayton answered that the 5th Kansas did not 
know the meaning of tbe word from guerillas; 
be bad whipped Marmaduke six times within 
tbe last eighteen months, and should whip 
him again. 

The message was delivered to Marmaduko, 
and in less than ten mioute9 the engiaes 
of death were in full motion, and firing from 
eTery direction upon the cotton barricades. 
Eleven Union cannon were busy in replying, 
and Eome four hundred long ranee rifles do- 
ing their work ot death. At 10 o'clock Mar- 
maduke ordered a general charge upon three 
sides. Clayton held back bis canister and 
rifle until the enemy reached within less than 
100 feet, and then ordered a fire. Horrible 
havoc was made, completely repulsing the 
enemy, killing and wounaing a large num- 
ber. 

At 12 o'clock another charge was made by 
tbe enemy with the same result. The firing 
then ceased for a while. In the evening an- 
other charge was made with no better for- 
tune. 

Colonel Clayton had taken tbe precaution 
early in the morning to bring within his cot- 
ton fort some one hundred and fifty horses 
ai d stabled them in the cotton warehouses on 
the bank. They were saddled and bridled 
and became impuitent. Waitine for the 
charge ot tbe enemy, who seemed slow to 
come up to the scratch, a charge in return, it 
whs thought, might wake them up. The bu- 
gie sounded. In a moment « r ew of tbe cot- 
ton bags were removed and u 'cavalry, bead- 
ed by Colonel Clayton, started At a 2:30 speed 
for tbe enemy, some 1,000 feet off. This 
caused the butternuts much confusion, many 
of whom were by this time visiting private 
1 oust s and robbing them. They were coa- 
feucded and dispersed in every direction, and 
finally were followed two milis outjof town, 
when it became too dark for pursuit. 

Our trcops retired, this ending the day's 
woik. The last heard of Marmaduke and 
Cabell was that they were in the vicinity of 
Saline river, some twenty-three miles off, 
movirg on tie "double quick." Nearly every 
ptivate bouse in the city was plundered, and 
the furniture in the bouses of Messrs. Kiaoers, 
Aliis, Grows, and Mills was totally destroyed 
by being broken to pieces. 

The enemy left their dead and wounded in 
t v .e streets to the number of some 300. Ths 
Federal loss wbs 11 killed and 33 wouuded. 

Tbe reported burning of large quantities of 
•O'lon is an er.or; only 40 to 50 bales were de- 
stroyed. 

Many of the citizens of Pine Bluff took 
arms and went into the fight with a hearty 
will J several of them heretofore were strong- 
ly secesh, but are now among the number of 
their country's home guards. An artillery 
company is being organized.

Washinotoji, Nov. 6. 

General Kilpatrick has returned from a re- 
connoissance toward Falmouth. He found 
lo large bodies of rebels this side of the Rap- 
pahannock, though he encountered a few 
strolling bands of guerillas, whom he disposed 
of. Tbe guerillas seem to be penetrating even 
totbe heart of the army. Night before last 
a party of seven came within a mile of the 
army headquarters and coolly gobbled up a 
Major and two horses. The same party also 
tcok a Quartermaster and several men in tow 
for Richmond. 

Emerson Etheridge, Clerk of the House, has 
authoriz'd a denial of the statement that he 
intends ruling out Republicans from taking 
their seats to secure a Democratic speaker. 

Tbe adjoining Maryland congressional dis- 
trict has elected a Democratic candidate, 'the 
only cne in tbe State; bad three opponents. 

Superintendent Defrecs notified a meeting 
of Government printers to night that tbe law 
did not authorize him to increase the wages 
demanded by them in striking, but asking 
them to return to work until Cwngress assem- 
bled, when tbe subject would be laid before 
that body. The strike still continues.

Columbcs. Nov. 6. 

Recruiting has, within tbe last two weeks, 
been remarkably brisk. The 12th cavalry at 
Cnmp Cleve'and is full, as also the 9ih cavalry. 
Tbe Governor's plan for recruiting up old 
regiments is working well. He requests Col- 
onels of Ohio regiments to send borne Cap- 
tains, Lieutenants, Sergeants, and privates, 
and to these be gives conditional promotion on 
rbising a given number of men. This in- 
duces industry and tact, and, with the help ot 
large bounties, most of tbe old regiment; will 
soon be filled to tbeir maximum strength. 
No other line promotions are now made. 

Tbe hotels are beginuingto fill upwitb mil- 
itary men.

The United States steam frigate Niagara, 
still lying in Gloucester harbor, not having as 
yet been able to obtain a sufficient comple- 
ment of seamen to proceed to sea, the town 
council of flloucester, Massachusetts, voted 
an appropriation of $30,000 to bo paid as 
bounties to seamen who shall enlist in tho 
crew of the Niagara, the Navy Department 
having no authority to offer bounties for en- 
listment in the navy 

The army of tbe Potomac is at last on thz 
move, and in a direction which indicates th: 
abandonment of the Warrenton route to 
Richmond. Winter quarters are probably in 
view. The present movement may be a step 
in the direction of a quiet abiding place for 
the troops, where the blasts of the approach- 
ing season may be foiled by log huts instead 
of tents. 

Intelligence from the Army of the Potomac 
does not possess the interest anticipated. Two 
correspondents came near being captured by 
guerillas only a short distance from head- 
quarters. 

General Stedman, of the Army of the Cum- 
berland, has just arrived here from Chatta- 
nooga and reports everything there in a most 
satisfactory condition. Tbe capture of Look- 
out Mountain ensures [wrmaneot occupatioiv 
of Chattanooga against all assaults from the 
enemy.

The Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times says that the fall trade in the 
former city is unusually brisk this year. All 
descriptions of fancy articles, particularly 
ladies' dresses, are in full demand; and the 
preference is given to silks, stuffs, and cottons 
of French manufacture, rather than to those 
of foreign produce. Tbe leather dressers and 
paper stainers find constant employmsnt. 
The manufacturers of musical instruments 
arc making great progress, and dealers in 
military stores find their orders increasing. 
One Paris gunmaker has received an order 
for 10,000 revolvers for exportation. The toy 
makers anticipate a large market for their 
articles; and the demand for jewelry, bronzes, 
c'ocks and watches, mirrors, surgical initru- 
rpents, and refined sugar for exportation is 
greater than it has been for some mouths. 



'Of British produce and manufactures 
exported to Mexico, the declared value in 1862 
amounted to £758,319; in 1801, to £583,557, 
and in I8G0, to £462,604. The great bulk of 
Ibeee totals is composed of manufactures of 
cotton, linen, silk, and wool. In the year 
ended December 31, 1862, the value of mer- 
chandise imported from that country into the 
United Kingdom was £619,458, an increase 
on the previous year of $271,929, and of £128,- 
237 on 1660. 



The initiatory work connected with 
the erection of a bridge between Perryville 
and Havre de Grace, on the Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Wilmington Riilroad, was 
commenced about one year since, and the 
present prospects are that within the next two 
years a railroad bridge will span the Susque- 
bennah at tbe point indicated that will proba- 
bly be superior to anything of the kind yet 
erected in this country.

Pakis, Friday, Oct. 16th, 1863. 

The death of M. Billault, Minister of State, 
of which the new.-papers will inform you, 
bus taken place at a very untoward moment 
lor the imperial government. He wa.* by far 
the most eloquent speaker and ready debater 
in Louis Napoleon's Cabinet, and, indeed, tbe 
most statesmanlike of any of the Bmperor'd 
courscilors. His career as a public man has 
teen long and his experience varied, for he 
entered the Chamber of Deputies as early as 
1837. Wben M. Thiers became Minister in 
1840, M. Billault was to have bad the portfolio 
of Commerce and Agriculture, but received 
instead the newly created office of Under Sec- 
retary of State. When Tniers's Cabinet fell, 
and tbe last and longest Cabinet of Louis 
Philippe came into power on the 29 th Octo- 
ber, 1840, M. BilU.ult devoted himself especi- 
ally to attacking M. Guizot, whom he gener- 
ally followed in the debates. He contint'ed an 
ardent member of the opposition, previous to 
tbe revolution of February, 1840; and I 
recently beard an anecdote of bim which 
is illustrative of the kind of estimatian 
in which he was held about that epoch. 
When tbe King at last yielded to the popular 
t aity, and agreed to change his ministry, he 
sent tor the members of his cabinet one after 
the other, and required of them tho resignv 
tion of tbeir portfolios. Wben M. Hobert, 
the Ministerof Justice, appeared iu the King's 
closet and learned why he had been sent for, 
be said very bluntly to the King: "Sire, if 
you dismiss your present cabinet you will 
never form another; and you will have tbe 
mortification to see your offers refused by 
every one, even by Billault " And it turned out 
even so; for the King yielded too late, when 
a compromise between himself and the nation 
could no longer be elected, and when "even 
Billault" did actually refuse to accept the 
hopeless task of attempting to construct a new 
government. After the revolution M. Billault 
was returned to the Constituent Assembly by 
nearly 100,000 votes. He was once also nom- 
inated for Paris, but declined the honor, and 
preferred sitting for his native place, Nantes. 
After tbe coup d etat, be became the first pres- 
ident of the Corps Legislatif, and has been in 
one office or another almost ever since. 

Louis Napoleon loses this experienced ser- 
vant at an unlucky moment, for the new 
Chamber is convoked for the 5th of next 
month, wben the services of a good debater 
arc likely to be imperatively necessary lo the 
Government. The first business of the Cham- 
ber will be to verify tbe recent elections; and 
it is understood that both the rejected candi- 
dates of the opposition and the candidate da 
governiunt, who have been put aside, have 
been busily employed in getting up strong 
cases f>gainst M. de Persigny, the police, and 
tbe general policy of the administration dur- 
ing the elections. These will be pleaded by 
snch first-rate orators as Jules Favre, Thiers, 
and Berryer, and will require an able man to 
reply to them, and it is hard to say where the 
Kmperor is to find such a person among the 
coterie which monopolises him. Indeed the 
meeting of tbe new Chamber may prove very 
critical at borne, at a moment when there are 
so many other causes of uneasiness abroad. 

Tbe reception given to the Russian fleet 
and officers at New York has attracted much 
attention here, and affords, no doubt, consid- 
erable dissatisfaction to the government and 
uneasiness totbe public. Among tbe latter, 
this event, combined with the aspect of things 
in the North of Kurope, has had the effect of 
creating an extraordinary stagnation in busi- 
ness, and an almost complete abstention from 
financial speculations. Transactions are only 
carried on from day to day, without any con- 
fidence in tbe futuie. 

The press is still an object of suspicion and 
repression. The Revenue National has just 
been warred a second time for what the min- 
ister considers a transgression of the bounds 
of a "sincere and lojal discussion" of thepo'.- 
icv of the government. 

"The retirement of Baron Gros from the post 
of French Ambassador at London has led to 
several changes in the Corps Diplomatique. 
The Prince de la Tour d'Auvergne, a strong 
partisan of the Papal temporal authority, is 
withdrawn from the Embassy at Rome, and 
sent to England, and Count Sartiges goes 
from Turin to the Yatican. Singular appoint- 
ments both, but neither supposed nor likely <o 
iniiicate any variation in the policy of the 
Roman or Italian questions. 

The King of Greece has arrived in Paris, 
and is staying at tbe Tuileries; yesterday he 
drove out w ith tbe Kmperor to a grand din- 
ner at St, Cloud. His visit will, it ij saAJ, oe 
[ prolonged for « r7f*H, 



'Col. Charles B. Bitot, whouied sudden- 
ly, on the 20th ult., at Bunker Hill, Illinois, 
was, if we do not confound bim with another 
cf Ibe same Christian name, the heroic young 
man who volunteered to take tbe ram Q<teea 
of the West past the rebel batteries at Vicks- 
Itirg in February last. He was the son of 
Col. Ellet, who was the originator of the ram 
fleet, and who was fatally wounded in the 
naval engagement at Memphis.

_ "On the appearance of the President's 
proclamation calling for 300,000 volunteers, 
Governor Seymour, of New York, immedi- 
ately issued a call to the citizens of that State, 
in which he said: 

In this emergency it is the duty of all the 
citizens to listen to the appeal sent forth by 
the President, and to give efficient and cheer- 
ful aid in filling up the thinned ranks of our 
armies. 

It is due to our brethren in the field who 
have battled so heroically for the Hag of our 
country, the Union of the States, ana to up- 
hold the Coustitution, that prompt and vol- 
untary assistance should be sent to them in 
this moment of their peril. They went forth 
in the full confidence th.at they would at all 
times receive from their fellow-citizens at 
home a generous and efficient support. E very 
amotion of pride and patriotism should impel 
us to give this br volunteering and cheerfjl 
contribution of men and money, and not by » 
forced conscription of coercive action on the 
nurt ot the Government. 

• • » * • 

Not only does duty to our soldiers in the 
field and the honor of the nation dem ind that 
we shall continue to fill our armies by volun- 
tary enlistments, but the interests of all 
classes in society will be promoted by the suc- 
cess of that system. 

» • • » • • 

I eipect all classes of our citizens to assist 
in rectuiting the volunteers called for from 
this State, by their inlluence and by liberal 
contributions, and I call upon all State officers 
to give every assistance in their power to pro- 
mote enlistments into our armies, and thus 
save our citizens from the inequalities, irrita- 
tions, end sufferings of the draf', and at the 
same time animate our soldiers by an exhibi- 
tion of sympathy and patriotic devotion, and 
give strength to oor armies in their battlos for 
tbe preservation of tbe Union. 

Gov. Parker, of New Jersey, responded in 
like manner, saying: 

I earnestly call upon all citizens of this State 
to uee every effort to raise these troops. The 
time for work is jbort, but if tbe people of 
New Jersey, who have hitherto never faltered 
in the discharge of their dnty, will, unitedly 
and in tbe proper spirit, at once enter upon it, 
wiih the determination not to fail, they will 
succeed. 

Our armies should be largely r<!-enforced. 
A crushing blow at tbe armed power of the 
rebellion, if followed by wise, just, and concil- 
iatory counBelSjWill open the door to that peace 
which we to much desire and which haa thus 
fur eluded us. 

The people, amidst many discouraging cir- 
cumstances, nobly responded to my former 
call for volunteers. Whatever may be the 
result cf tbis appeal, tbe events of the past few 
jiionths have reflected additional honor on 
cur beloved Slate. I have confidence that the 
people will again respond, and fill with volun- 
teers, not only our quota of (he new Mil, but 
al?o the small existing deficiency. 

I here repeat the request formerly made to 
tbe citizens of tbe State, to aid the raising of 
men by the bestowment of bounties, either 
ii.dividualiy or through the municipal au- 
thorities. It is true that a response to this 
request involves an expenditure of large sums 
of money ; but every man must expect that a 
war of such gigantic magnitude as that in 
w bich we are engaged, to be ended speedily, 
requires seenniary sacrifice. If war is to be 
prosecuted, it is economy to bring into the 
field a large preponderance of power, rather 
than feed its insatiate appetite by piecemeal. 
We should be prepared to make great sacri- 
ik'CS, if, by so doing, we can save the Union. 

Governor Bramlette, of our own State, has 
likewise issued an earnest call to tbe people, 
concluding with this stirring invocation: 

If you would preserve the honorable name 
of ycur county, volunteer. If you would 
cot humiliate your noble companions in arms, 
volunteer. If you would save your homes 
and State from desolation, and your county 
from ruin, volunteer. If you would not 
Ebame the memory of your fathers, volunteer. 
Remember that Kentucky bai never waited 
for a draft. Kentucky patriotism is not con- 
strained, but is the voluntary homage of loy- 
alty to the government of our fathers. It is 
the inner voice of love to our free institutions 
which voluntarily responds to the call for de- 
fence of the priceless heritage. Frame no ex- 
cuses — the call admits of none. Kentucky 
will meet her allotment. It is noble to meet 
it voluntarily. Look to the honor of your 
respective counties— for equality will be en- 
forced. 

The defence of your homes, of your Stats, 
your government, your liberties, the vindica- 
tion of your honor, the veneration for the 
memories of your fathers; all the cherished 
hopes of the future, urge you to a prompt, vol- 
untary response to this call to duty. Ken- 
tuckians, who will hesitate? We shall see. 

Governo' Bradford, of Maryland, and Gov- 
ernor Gamble, of Missouri, have done the 
same thing. Such is the response of the 
corseivative Governors to the President's call 
for volunteers; and tho response of the con- 
servative press and of other conservative or- 
gans of opinion has been answerable to the 
response of the conservative Governors. The 
conservative response to the President's call 
has been prompt, full, and hearty. It breathes 
the spirit of the loftiest and mo3t ardent pat- 
riotism. 

Whilst such is the response of the conserva- 
tives, who condemn and detest the policy of 
the Administration, the response of the radi- 
cals, who not only approve the Administra- 
tion's policy bnt threatened to oppose the war 
if that policy were not adopted at all hazards, 
is by ccmparieon tardy, scanty, and hollow. 
Indeed, some of the radical journals do not 
hesitate to declare openly that the President's 
call for volunteers ought not to be responded 
to at all, and are absolutely endeavoring to 
discourage enlistment*. One of these journals 
is the Philadelphia North American, which 
thus confesses its own shame and the shame 
of its miserable party: 

Some of tbe copperhead organs point to the 
prompt manner in which Governor Seymour, 
of New York, issued a proclamation urging 
the people of that State to respond to the 
President's call for troops, and urge other 
States to follow suit, at the same time casting 
reflections upon the Republican Governors 
for not having done so already. We believe 
that Governor Andrew, of Massachusetts, was 
as quick as Governor Seymour; but none of 
Ihe Republican Governors were under the 
same necessity as Sey mour. One and all they 
supported the national conscription without a 
murmur of complaint. They have no record 
that needs explanation on that subject. They are 
not responsible for the opposition to the con- 
scription stirred up by the copperheads, and 
thty never demanded the substitution of volui^, 
leering for drafting. 

Seymour s reasons for his course are purely 
political. Volunteering suits him exactly, be- 
cause nnder that system the army is filled up 
from the ranks of the Republicans and War 
Democrats, the copperheads all staying at home 
to do the election business. // any Republi- 
can Qoverner it anxious to foster this state of 
things, he is at liberty to follow in the wake of 
Seymour. As lor the Union men of Pennsyl- 
vania, they have never feared a draft, and will 
take no particular trouble to avoid it. 

The volunteering system has had a full and 
fair trial in the State of New Jersey during 
the very lime that the draft was pending in 
New York and Philadelphia, and yet, with 
enormous bounties and strenuous efforts, the 
State failed to raise her quota, and has been 
compelled to resort to a draft for the remainder. 
So it will be in New York. The people have 
found out the partisan object of these Governors 
in demanding the volunteer system, and are de- 
termined to foil them. 

Nothicg more scandalous than this could 
■well be conceived. It is unspeakably scan- 
dalous. It touches the lowest depths of par- 
tisan malignity and meanness. Nay, it ia 
treason, meriting death or exile, according to 
the standard of criminality erected by the Ad- 
mi»i8trarr6ti'amid8t the hosannas of this very 
journal. In harmony with this despicable 
ebullition of incivism is the following decla- 
ration of the Philadelphia Press, another radi- 
cal journal: "We want no soldiers under our 
banner whose sentiments are similar to those 
of Mr. Justice Woodward." Now what are 
the sentiments of Mr. Justice Woodward? 
They are thus declared by Gen. McClellan, 
fresh from a personal interview with His 
Honor: 

I desire to state clearly and distinctly that 
having some few days ago had a full conver- 
sation with Judge Woodward, I find that our 
"views agree, and I regard his election as Gov- 
ernor ot Pennsylvania called for by the inter- 
«stB of '.be nation. I understand J udge Wood- 
ward to be in favor of the prosecution of the 
war wilh all the means at the command of 
the loyal States, until the military power of 
<be rebellion is destroyed. I understand him 
to be of the opinion, that, while the war is 
waged with all possible decision and energy, 
the policy directing it should be in consonance 



with the- princirlesnf humanity and civiliza- 
tion, working no injury to private rights a>«l 
property not demanded by military necoasi'V, 
ano recogniz d by military law among civi- 
liz.d nations. And, finally, I understand 
him to agree with me in the opinion that the 
sole great objects of the war are the restora- 
tion of the Union of the nation, the preserva 
tionof the Corstitution, and the supreuncy 
of the laws of the country. 

In a worJ, the sentiments of Mr. Justice 
Woodward are the sentiments of every con- 
servative in the land; they are simply cou- 
servatitm itSilf. And Judge Woodward has 
under his own signature frankly declared his 
sentiments to the public. Yet the principal 
radical organ of Pennsylvania declares: "We 
want no soldiers under our banner whose sen- 
timents are similar to those of Mr. Justice 
Woodward." The policy indicated by this 
declaration and by the above-quoted extract 
from the North American is very clear. 
The two, considered together, discloses plainly 
the radical plan; which is nothing more or 
!e6s than to prevent volunteering, necessitate 
conscription, and, then, use the money which 
experience has shown to be the chief 
product of conscription in enlisting ne- 
groes. In tbis way, the radical "want'' as de- 
fined by tbe Press will be fulfilled; they will 
get "no Boldiers under our banner whose sen- 
timents are similar to those ol Mr. Justice 
Woodward." They "want" no soldiers of 
this description, and they are striving to have 
none, and none of any other description ex- 
cept negroes, in short, they are voluntarily 
and openly discouraging enlisiments. Where 
sleeps the bolt which transfixed Vallantlig* 
ham? 

Such is the radical response to tho Presi- 
dent's call lor volunteers. It would be very 
unjust, however, not to acknowledge that 
there are in tbe radical party exceptions to 
this response. There certainly are excep- 
tions, and the most real and considerable one 
is that furnished by tbe radical party in our 
sister State of Indiana, where, if we may 
credit tho statements of the press of both par- 
ties, tbe radicals are vying with the 
conservatives in the good work of fill- 
ing the quota of the State. We wish we 
could say the same thing of tbe radicals 
in every other State. That we cannot 
is assuredly one of the most shameful of 
all tbe shameful anomalies of the hour. 
What a damning commentary on the political 
phariseeism of the party in power I Let the 
people note and ponder tbe fact. 

In the mean time, let the conservatives 
everywhere do right, and shame the devi'. 
Let them promote volunteering themselves, 
and, if possible, shame the radicals into 
promoting it. We must not abandon tbe 
country on account of the wickedness of the 
radicals. We will not. The country must 
be saved, in spite of the radicals, and perhaps 
we sbcuid rejoice rather than lament that tb.s 
treacherous and contemptible faction, at the 
very moment when its poisonous shadow lies 
deepest and darkest upon the future of our 
land, has begun thus plainly the cheering 
operation of catting its own throat. We de- 
rive from the conduct we have here noticed 
only an additional assurance that the radical 
party has cheated the people at the ballot-box 
for the last time. Let the conservatives but 
prove true to themselves, and this assurance 
cannot tail. 

Tfie City of Memphis. — Memphis, the an- 
cient capital of Egypt, and its namesake, 
a "city and port of entry of Shelby 
county, Tennessee, United States of America, 
situated on the Mississippi river, just below 
tbe mouth of Wolf river, on the fourth Chick- 
asaw bluff," differ in many essentials. 

Tbe word "Memphis," according to the en- 
e ycloi a?dists, signifies "the abode of the good," 
and pei baps none but the "best of men" in- 
habited the ancient Egyptian capital. A vast 
amount of genius and labor were expended in 
turning the river Nile from its course, form- 
ing dry land, thus avoiding all danger of in- 
undation. The ancient city was adorned by 
many woiks of architectural art, among 
which was the famous Temple of Vulcan. 
Rich, green meadows, covered with lotus 
flowers and intersected by canals, bounded 
ihe city. It was the chief seat of learning 
and of religion in Egypt, and the chosen resi- 
dence of the sacred bull Apis, whose temple 
was so celebrated for its colonades, through 
which the great processions were conducted. 
It boasted also the temples of Isis, Serapis, 
and Phra. 

It was the seat of successive dynasties, who 
ruled for nearly one thousand years, and was 
ihe abtx'e roy.il during the supremacy of the 
sbeph' rd Kings. It was the chief ci'y until 
the foundation of Alexandria, when it sunk 
into e'ecay so utter and complete that its very 
site, overwhelmed with drifted sand, was a 
matter of cispute among antiquaries until 
recent researches removed all doubts. 

Tbe modern citv of Memphis, the Tennes- 
see n etropolis, presents, just at the present 
time, a Bad spectacle, combining neither the 
grandeur ot its archetype or even the promise 
of a similar decay. It cannot be said, with a 
strict legard to truth, that it is particularly 
the "abode of the good," nor yet of the 
"great." A rendezvous and headquarters for 
many of tho rebellious spirits, who precipi- 
tated tbe Cotton States into revolation against 
tbe government of their country, it is still 
poeseesed of "devils," who need to be cast out; 
although many of these disciples of Satan 
have bien driven away by the strong arm of 
the Union army. 

Ruled by military power, "military neces- 
sity" is tbe motive which underlies the whole 
strata tf government. It boasts a board of 
trade, a treasury a'ent, a civil commission, 
a mayar and common council, several 
wretched hotels, and many ignoble boarding- 
houses. The streets swarm in the daytime 
wilh busy people, who rush tumultously 
about the thoroughfares of trade; but at 
night, silence reign3 unbroken, save by the 
tramp of "military measure," or the steps of 
the inconsiderate civilian venturing abroad, 
with his pocketbook particularly left at 
borne to avoid accident. 

Business is brisk — very brisk; but the 
prices of every species of goods and necessa- 
ries of life furnish appropriate souvenirs of 
California in tbe early times of her greatness. 
The tax of five per centum upon imports, 
which isexreted by the Government, comes 
out of the consumer with a vengeance, interest 
added. It has many other peculiarities 
worthy of mention. Memphis occupies at 
present a position something like the Blue 
Lick, White Sulphur, Baden Baden, Wiesba- 
den, and other European and American 
c-prinf-p, where the mineral properties of the 
wateis cure or alleviate certain bodily ail- 
ments. The principal disease, which is at- 
tended to, and for which Memphis is particu- 
larly prescribed, is "cotton on the brain." 
This digeaae is essentially an epidemic, and 
very confluent. Radical cures have been and 
are now daily being effected; while, notwith- 
standing, the malady rages with great fury 
and is en the increase. All those who bave 
premonitory symptoms of this disease are con- 
fidetily recommended to try the Memphian 
almost htre. 

If tbe burgheis of ancient Memphis wor- 
shipped at the shrine of the sacred bull Apis, so 
do the yeomanry of modern Memphis adoro the 
"gri en-backed" cotton calf, whose temple is 
on t hicktEaw Bluff. A species of infusoria 
ycl pt "agents to permit and move cotton," 
6w: rin in the watery currents of Memphis, 
and, when swallowed, produce' very un.;om- 
fottal le sensations in the recesses of the 
pet: a'uoua pocket. If ancient Memphis was 
ibe seat of religion and wisdom, modern 
Memphis has sadly dissipated her inheritance 
in this reg-rJ. Despoiled of her jurispru- 
den' e pioper by the necessity of military rule, 
a httrid court, called the civil commission, ad- 
min! ters 6uch laws as may have been im- 
agiced, but never before described. Com- 
posed of a Judge from Iowa, an ex -real es- 
tate age nt, and two military officers, it dis- 
penses ji stice as circumstances may require. 

Tbis court does not profess to be governed by 
the settled rules and maxims of tbe law, nor 
does Coke, Blackstone, Chitty, Story, Mar- 
shall, or Cowen possess any influence or im- 
part any terror to the course of procedure 



therein. Paid from the proceeds of its ot< n 
decree?, ft lich defendant star.d3 no show with 
a poor p'.a'nt'ff. It is but just to say that 
Gen. Hurlbut, who is reputed a good lawyer, 
occasionally negates and reverses the judg- 
ment of "i.he court below." Many strange 
stories are told of ibe antics of this court, 
Bu* we can only say, Fiatjustitia, ruat caelum. 
In short, Memphis at the present time is the 
abode of hordes of cotton speculators, adven- 
turers, storekeeper", cyprians, and secession- 
ists. Its chief hotel starves its boarders at the 
rate of two dollars and a half a day, and the 
guests, like occasional suitors at law, arc 
runedyless. Everybody is trying to make 
money in any manner that is possible. Mem- 
phis possesses the carrion, and "where the car- 
Cise if, thete will be the eagles gathered 
together." 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
has some very impressive and timely remarks 
on the conduct of a portion of the clergy of 
our country. "Just now, as perhaps at no 
time before since the commencement of the 
war," says our contemporary, "we begin to 
appreciate tbe great errors made by the clergy 
ot some denominations, and the church as- 
semblies and judicatories of the same denom- 
inations, in joining themselves to the world, 
and adopting worldly interests as the con- 
trolling motives of their action. The broad 
line which they have drawn between them- 
selves and their Southern brethren is now 
seen to be a line very hard to erase, very dif- 
ficult to pass over, and the influence of the 
church over the minds and affections of men, 
an influence o? the highest importance in 
the present emergency, is almost wholly 
lost. Strange as it may seem, it is ac- 
tually true that when we some time since 
said that it was the first duty of 
the church to make men good men, and they 
would then become good citizens, an 'ortho- 
dox' religious paper in New England denied 
it entirely, and declared that it was the duty 
of the church to make men patriots first of 
all I Tbe excitement under which religion 
became politics, and membership of tbe church 
of Christ became synonymous with member- 
ship of a particular political party, in some 
portions of tbe country, will seem one of the 
most remarkable parts of our public history, 
when future generations review our etory. 
'Our piety must take counsel of our patriot- 
ism,' was the infidel utterance of a Pres- 
byterian clergyman in thi3 city, and tho 
sentiment has male many men forget- 
ful of their highest duties within the 
past two years. Tbis spirit has debased 
religion to the mere grade of partisan pol- 
itics. It has dragged the kingdom of heaven 
down to a level, in the popular mind, with 
the miserable inventions of human wisdom, 
whose foundations and endurance are depen- 
dent only on the breath of the Almighty 
It is the most melancholy part of our present 
condition as a nation that in so many Protest- 
ant denominations the people have lost respect 
for the churchand its ministers, and through- 
out the land tbe wall has been broken down 
between church and world. Disrespect to the 
clergy is now visible everywhere. Churches 
nre talked of as political machines, and in 
seme parts of the country they are nothing 
else. 

"Those steadfast, faithful men who have re- 
fused to become the tools of party, and to de- 
grade their calling and their churches to the 
uses of worldly mes, will stand pre-eminent 
in history ; but they, it is to be deeply regretted, 
have not by all their faithfulness and stead- 
fastness been able to save the church at large 
from the evil reputation which it ha* acquired 
with an indiscriminating populace. It is time 
for the clergy who are responsible for this 
tertible state of things to reform. They be- 
gin to see it themselves. When they look 
back to the work they were once engaged in, 
audits infinite rewards, and then to the work 
they • re now engaged in, and its brief and 
uncertain repayment, the very selfishness of 
human nature arouses them to think. The ap- 
plause ot a political congregation is but a con- 
temptible exchange for the 'well done' of a 
voice that they once regarded as their only 
guide. It will be but a little while before all the 
men and women who now listen and approve 
the foolishness of their preaching will be in the 
dust around their churches, and it will matter 
nothing to any of them, or to the dead 
preacher himself, what King reigns In Europe, 
what people rule in America. With that 
time of release from all concern about politics 
in perpetual sight before him, the political 
clercjman of these days may well sit, re- 
morseful, viewing bis wasted months, while 
men were rushing to war and death, and he 
was forgetful of the great charge he had. The 
people in some parts of the land bave been 
wholly without clergymen. The latter have 
turned cut political orators, and have been 
making the temple consecrated to worship a 
piece of brawling and contention. We heard 
a clergyman preach a sermon on the Lord's 
prayer, in which he saiel that we had no right, 
nor was it our duty, to forgive our politieal 
enemies, and that the prayer for forgiveness 
as we have forgiven others was not based 
on any trespasses other than of a personal and 
private nature! Tbis horrible distortion of 
God's Word was actually made to defile tbe 
atmosphere of a New England church on a 
calm summer morning — a church in which 
men were accustomed in other and better 
yr ars to bear the pure word of God from lips 
unde filed by the passionate wine of man's 
wrath, which makes drunken so many in our 
day." We ask our readers to bear in mind 
theee just and striking reflections, and to 
meditate upon tbem. 

As an aid to their meditations, we will sub- 
join a pertinent remark of Burke. "Suppos- 
ing, however," said tbe great philosophical 
*tatetman, commenting on Dr. Price's sermon 
before the Revolution Society, "that some- 
thing like moderation were visible in this po- 
litical sermon; yet politics and the pulpit are 
teims that bave little agreement. No sound 
ought to be heard in the church but the heal- 
[■g voice of Christian charity. The cause of 
civil liberty and civil government gains as 
little as that of religion by this confusion of 
duties. These who quit their proper channel 
to assume what does not belong to them, are, 
for the greater part, ignorant both of the 
character they leave, and the character they 
Hssume. Wholly unacquainted with the world 
in which they are so fond of meddling, and 
inexperienced in all its affairs, on which they 
pronounce with so much confidence, they 
Lave nothing of politics, but the passions they 
excite. Surely the church is a place where 
one day's truce ought to be allowed to the 
dissensions and animosities of mankind." 
Tbe authority and eloquence of Burke should 
not be needed to enforce an opinion so plainly 
just as tbie; yet, amidst the corruption and 
zealotry of the time, we may well fear that 
.ten the authority and eloquence of Burke 
cannot very extensively enforce the opinion. 
Nevertheless, we commend the opinion, thus 
sut ported, to tbe pu'olic. Certainly it cannot 
he weighed with too much thought and care.

A letter from Harper's Ferry io the Indian- 
apolis Journal has the following regarding 
the late fight at Charlestown, Vn.: "During 
the engagement Colonel Weils despatched 
an order to Captain Miner, of the 17th 
Indiana battery, stating that he could fall 
back if he thought best. Captain Miner sent 
his compliments to Colonel Wells, saying he 
never fell back unless he was knocked back! 
We have entire confidence in our Captain. I 
will not neglect to mention Lieutenants 
Hinkson, Miner, and Berry, who conducted 
themselves nobly in the fight. Our boys are 
all good in a ' tarnal row,' and always anx- 
ious for a muss. The Union loss was 22,Tvhile 
that of the enemy was over 100." 

Governor Morton is now prepared to pay 
the bills of special Surgeons sent to the army. 
Persons holding such bills are requested t > 
present them, duly authenticated, for pay - 
intnt. 

The ladies of the Hoosier State have re- 
solved to get up a great fair at the Capital, for 
the benefit of the sick and wouaded soldiers 
and eoldiers' families. The time is not yet 
definitely arranged, but it will be fixod iu a 
few days, and will probably occupy a whole 
week about the first of next month. 

The people of Indiana are binding their 
energies to the good work of filling up the 
quota of that State. The couutry papers of 
all parties teem with notices of meetings to 
promote recruiting. County officers and pub- 
lic men of both the parties are filled with the 
new spirit. It seems as if the same spirit of 
unanimity that prevailed immediately after 
the firing upon Sfnnpter was again being dif- 
fused through the State. The plan of county 
and township committees works admirably, 
and it is thought that 5,000 men will soon be 
actively at work filling up the new levy. Am- 
ple provision is being made for the support of 
the families of volunteers, and it is thought 
that not a single county in the State will be 
remiss in this duty. 

Col. J. F. Kibbey and Captain W. L. Far- 
quahr, Quartermaster, of the regiment being 
raised by volunteering in the Fifth Congres- 
sional District, were in Indianapolis last Thurs- 
day to procure the necessary supplies for four 
hundred men. We are advised that volun- 
teering in this distiict is progressing very rap- 
idly. 

The 7th Indiana Cavalry have been ordered 
to Texas. They will depart on Monday next.

, MOBHINO DESPATCHES. 

PlIILADlSLPUIA. Jf07. 7. 

The Bteamer Salvor arrived at thia port to- 
day frem Morris Iiland, and brings the moat 
eloriotrs intelligeoee. She reports that she 
lay ofl Morris island on Monday, the 2d iost., 
and departed that night for Hilton Heii. Oa 
Sa'.uiday ar.d Sunday a terrific bombardment 
w.is kept on Fort Sumpter by three of our 
Monitors and Fprta Greps; and Wagnsr. Oa 
Monday morning, while' the Salvor lay off 
Hilton Head, Capt. O'Xeil, of the Invalid 
Corps, reported that news bad been received 
by onr military authorities that Fort Sumpter 
was in our possession and occupied by the 
1 14th Pennsylvania Volunteers, the fort hav- 
ine bten carried by assault. 

The report was generally credited by our 
officers and men. 

It is also stated that the U. S. steamer Ful- 
ton had been ordered to Hy oil' Hilton Head 
lor twenty- four hours to convey thj intelli- 
gence to New York. 

The rews was conveyed to Hilton Head by 
the U. S. steamer Gulden Gate on Monday 
morning. 

Second Detpateh. — Tho steamer Salvor, 
which is engagtd as a Government trins- 
port, has sioce arrived at this port from off 
Charleston, having left thtre three days ago. 
Cnpt. Mott reports that Fort Sumpter had 
surrendered to the IT. S. forces, and the old 
ring now waves over the ruins of the rebel 
sirocghold. After the surrender of the Fort, 
it was taken possession of hy the 144*h Penn- 
sylvania volunteers. The old flag has been 
restored on the very spot where it was first 
degraded. 

Nkw York, Nov. 7. 

A Baltimore despatch says Oristield is elect- 
ed by over 10,000 majority, thus making four 
Union Congressmen elected. 

The Herald's correspondent gives the fol- 
lowing details of the la'o btit!e at Waichi:: 
Tbe attack was through surprise, and not by 
only a very small portion of Gen. Geary's 
cemmand. This had to su.-taia a partly inde- 
pendent fight for nearly two hou'?, against 
beavy odds, without fortifications of any kind ; 
besices we knew little of the upagra : )hyof 
the gruund in tbe immediate neighborhood. 
W ejust arrived that night, and had even re- 
ceived orders to be under arms at daylight. 
Although General Hooker sent re'nforeements 
with orders to preia forward and make a junc- 
tion with Geary at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, still such reinforcements did not partic- 
ipate in Geary's fight. Had the reinforce- 
ments been in time, and Blill more particular- 
ly bad General Hooker s orders been obeyed, 
it is not at all impossible tha°. we would have 
captured a goodly portion of one whole rebel 
brigade. The enemy made an attack, boldly 
charging on Gjs.ary to capture his artillery, 
and were driven back with heavy lass. Our 
men fought coolly and bravely. 

Kvcry attempt to oulfUnk our small force 
was cheeked at once. At last tha enemy com- 
menced to retire. All their wounded th-tt 
could walk Were taken off the field, the rest 
being left behind. One ditch contained a x>at 
20 men and 2 officers. These were all suot 
in a line. We took about 76 rebels in all. On 
the field, In front of our liue, we found BO 
rebels wounded. No small number of rebel 
dead lay in sight and are scattered in the 
woods to the right and left. We took prison- 
ers from the 1st, 2d, . h, 6tu South Carolina 
regiments, tbe Palmetto Sharpshooters, and 
Hampton's Legion. A'.l these were of Jen- 
kins's division. Capt. H. Bowen, Lieut. W. 
1". Nimrod, and Lieut. F. A. Waiiver were 
taken, with a party of their commands. We 
have taken quite a number of rebel non-com- 
missioned officers. The 137th New York vol- 
unteers, Col. Ireland, the l&th Pa , under com- 
mand of Capt. Garibee, aud the 111th I'a , 
Lieut. Col. Walker, were in line on the front 
and centre, and had the hardest fighting. 
The regiments that repulsed tbe enemy's at- 
tack, i the 7th and 11th New York volunteers) 
wete on the extreme ngnt oi liie liue, aud 
bad some fighting, but no very severe en- 
gagement. 

The 29th Pennsylvania, Col. Richard, was 
doing tbe picket duty cf th* entire command, 
ard in the first of the attack met with some 
slight loss. Some of our pickets fell in with 
the regiments in l'ne-of-battle in detachments, 
and continued to fight there. 

A letter from Havana says: 

The steamer Pizarro anivfd at Havani on 
the 3d, having left San Domingo Ci'.y on the 
25th ult. 

A nephew of the Captain-General, and 
his only male relative left, has bsen killed, 
and General Gnsdea is reported wounded. 
The rebels have always been fortunate in cut- 
ting off the chiefs cr leader of itM-ir enemies. 

It is generally believed and reported that 
General Santa Anna has had a battle, which 
tasted an hour and a half, the resnlt of which 
was one cannon and several prisoners cap- 
tuted. 

There seems to be some doubt and mystery 
about Santa Anna, and some say positively 
that he bas been killed. 

On the 25th, Gen. Forey arrived here and 
wtts received with grand flourishes and hon- 
ors, alter which he subsided into a mere 
Frenchman. 

We have bad bo blockade running lately, 
and txcept some small lots from Ua'amoras, 
no cotton has arrived here. IV: is have con- 
st qutntly gone up. 

Fort Kiss Moxnoit, Nov. 7. 

The Ritlioiond Whig ot the 5th inst. con- 
tains the following despatches: 

Charleston, Nov. 4 — The bombardment of 
Fort Sumpter continues furiously. It was 
kept up all last night, and is still going on 
this morning. 

President Davis visited James Island, Forts 
Ptmbcrton and Johustun, and all the oatter- 
les along the shore. 

Charletton. A'ob. 5. — There is slow firing 
to-day from (he enemy's Monitors and land 
baticrite. 438 shots have bien fired during 
the last tweuty-four hours. No casualties. 

Another iron-clad hes joined the fleet. Tbe 
Ironsides remains quiet. Three Monitors are 
takirg in ammunition ta-duy. 

Atlanta, Ga. (no dale). — The Yankees re- 
tain possession of Raccoon Valley, having 
been heavily reinforced. The Yankees shell 
our forces incessantly. The flood in Tennes- 
see has demolished all the Y'ankee pontoons. 

The Yankee advance hds reached Florence. 
We occupy Hjrdon, which pi ices us within 
23 miles ot Knoxviilo, behind tho defences of 
the enemy. 

The enemy is raiding the country near 

Huutsville, committing great depredations 
Their ruius ere more disastrous than any they 
have made heretofore. 

In Madison uud Huntsville counties Bragg 
fats it in his power to muzzle the mails. 

Tne et.emy has gained important advan- 
tages during the last 48 hours, which, unless 
tbey are counteracted, will place the question 
oi subsisting bis army in Chattanooga beyond 
doubt. 

Washington, Nov. 7. 

It was reported in the Army of tho Poto- 
mac this moning th..t the enemy was cross- 
ing the R .pi an in haste, probably with a 
ntw ol leoccupving Fredericksburg in force, 
apparently anticipating a movement of th« 
lories ol Gen. Meade towards that place 
Gen. Miade has changed bb headquarters. 

Notwithstanding au attempt to discredit a 
portion of JtfT Davis's correspondence, re- 
i-ertiy published, it is positively ascertained 
that tbe original ate all on file, and in pos- 
session of the Government. 

The dirposition of the Government is to do 
every 'hiog in its power to relieve the strin- 
gency in the mouey mtrket. In the great 
A'lamic citifP, arrangements have been made 
which, it is thought, cannot fail to secure this 
most desirable end in a few days. 

Cuattano.oa, Nov. 7 

Helf a dozen shells were thrown from Look- 
out Mountain to-day. No dnmage. All quiet 
elsewhere along the liue. Huats from Bridge- 
port supply the mails. Passengers como up 
thiouch the suck to Brown's Ferry, leaving 
two miles of wagon transportation from 
Biowc's to this place. Paymasters hive ar- 
rived » ith funds to pay off the trooops. 

Memi-uis, Nov. 7. 

Hatch drove Chalmers across the Talla- 
hatchie, punishing him severely. 

Richardson, with a force reported at from 
l.;"00 to 2 000, struck tbe Memphis k Oaarles- 
ton Rai road six miles east of Salisbury this 
morn ng. burning the trestle-work, tearing 
up the truck, and cutting the telegraph wires. 
No particulars received. 

Lee's force has gone towards Decatur. Rod- 
dy and Forrest are reported near Iuka. 

Cairo, Nov. 7. 

The Memphis Bulletin of the 5th states that 
Stevens and Bell, with 500 men, are con- 
scripting and robbing in Shelby, Fayette, and 
Tipton counties. That part of the country is 
represented as in a dreadful conditioa; tbe 
crops have been destroyed, and~many people 
are dependant on what they get through our 
lines for support. 

New Orleans papers of the 29th ult. state 
that, owing to the scarcity of breadstuff's and 
provisions, cotton was arriving in considera- 
ble quantities. The receipts for October were 
13jfi90 bales. 

The sugar crop is very light, owing to the 
scarcity of laborers. 

Guerillas entered Blandville, Ky., 12 miles 
from Cairo, yesterday, and captured a courier 
with a small mail. 

Datton, O., Nov. 7. 

A grand demonstration came off' here - to-day 
in the shapeof a wood and provision procession 
for the relief of families or volunteers. There 
were 325 wagons heavily laden with wood, 20 
drajs of flour, and 60 wagons filled with farm 
produce. The procession was headed by a 
German brass band of Springfield, and every- 
thing went off with high eclat and patriotism. 
Ths demonstration will be repeated in J an it- 
art . The donors, who were farmers, dined at 
the Phillips House, the guests of Dayton. 

Gacley Bridge, Va., Nov. 7.

Major-Gen. French 
advanced to Kelly's Ford, driving the enemy 
in small force across the iiver, and captured 
several hundred prisoners at the ford

A second despatch from the same head- 
quarters, dated Nov. 7, 10 P. M., is as follows: 

General Sedgwick reports capturing, in his 
op. rations this eveniog, three Liea-.-Colonels 
and u any other officers, nnd over 800 men, 
together with four battle-Sags. Gen. French 
captured over 400 prisoners, officers nnd men.

Washington, Nov. 8. 

It pppears from information received here 
to-nignt that yesterday morning the Sth and 
0:h army corps, under eoinmmd of Major- 
General Sedgewiek, advanced to Rappahan- 
nock SiatioD, they having the right wing of 
the aimy. The 2d and 3d army corps, form- 
ing the left wing, under Major-tieneral 
FriCth, proceeded to Kelly's Ford. When the 
right win? reached the Rappahannock the 
em my whs found to be in considerable forco, 
holding this side of the river. The rebel bat- 
teries, earthworks, aud redoubU crown -d the 
banks on each side of the Rappahaanock. 
Gen. Sedgcwick at once advanced and stormed 
them with great gallantry and impetuosity, 
i anting much slaughter, and taking a large 
number of prisoners. 

When Gen. French reached Kelly's Ford, 
about six miles below R.ippehannosk Station, 
the CDemy threw across an entire division to 
support their picket line on this side. French 
hastily took a position so as to bring his ar- 
tillery to bear upon them, and shelled them 
with maiked effect, not only killing a large 
number, but throwing them into utter confu- 
sion, scattering them wildly, and taking 
many prisoners. Gen. French followed up 
bis advantage immediately, and threw the 
1st division ot the 3d corps, commanded by 
Gen. Birney, across the river, which ended 
his operations for the day. 

This morning he crossed the river wi'.h the 
remainder of his command. Gen. Sedgwick 
had previously crossed, and at 9 o clock this 
morning the two Kings had formed a junc- 
tion, and held both banks of the river. 

The enemy, after their defeat in these two 
et gagements, were so hotly pursued by our 
victorious forces that tbey threw themselves 
into the river in their efforts to tscane, where 
some were drowned and many were killed by 
our infantry. 

All tbe artillery the rebels had on this side 
was captured. It is reported to b« s.-ven guns. 
Their whole camp equipage undoubteily (ell 
into our hands, as tbey were d-ra^elled to 
leave it in their hasty retreat. 

Gen. Buford's cavalry erosstdat Sulphur 
Spiicgs to cover the right fUuk several miles 
above Rappahannock Station, and Gens.uU 
Gregg and Kilpatriek cio^ed below Kel y's 
Ford to cover the left flark. No definite in- 
formation of their operations had beou re- 
ceived up to noon to day. 

After crossing t'ae Rappahtnnock under 
ccTer ef tbe nigh*, the enemy moved in tbe 
direction of Culpepper, aud the advance of 
our forces, supposed to be cavalry, reached 
Brandy Station early to-day. This morning 
our whole line advanced, and no doubt press- 
ed rapidly forward after the retreating foe. 

Tbe entire number of prisoners taken by 
both Sedgwick and French is now believed 
to be 1,82C. Tho prisoners are oiupjscd 
principally of North Carolina and Louisiana 
tio'ps. 1 

T!: is afternoon the three o'clock train com- 
menced bringing prisoners into Alexandria. 
The number taken by Sedgwick was from 
1.2C0 to 1,400; the remainder were taken by 

French. 

A gtnt!en.an who was present in the army 
ssys it wus a novel sight to see all Sedgwick's 
prisoners in a crowd, the largest lot evsr cap- 
tured by our forces on tbe Virginia side, an! 
they were guarded by cavalry to prevent 
struggling or escape. French's prisoners were 
also gathered in one body. Our tot il loss is 
repotted to be 400 in killed and wounded, but 
do prisoners. Our wounded were c.irried to 
Wsmnton Junction. From thence they were 
sent to Alex this afternoon. 

It is thought that the public interest does 
Lot tequire any further payment at present, 
iu gold, of iuterist-bcariog certificates of in- 
debtedness before maturity, and the Secrotary 
of tie Treasury hu accordingly directed the 
discontinuance of such payment, except ou 
certificates already presented, or now in 
liars. t to the department. 

The Secretary of State arrived in this city 
by the night train from New York, having 
Uft his son Col. Seward convalescent. He 
authorizes the gratifying announcement that 
the French Government, upon the remon- 
strance of Minister Dayton, has promptly and 
most honorably arrested the six iron-clad 
rams which were being built at Nantes and 
Bordeaux. 

Tbe Sunday Chronicle announces a fact of 
much interest in this city aud neighbornood, 
viz: that the Secretary of War has discontin- 
ti. d tbe office of Provost Mtirstal to the War 
Department, but ihe late incumbent, Colonel 
Unk.r, will remain in Washington for the 
present. 

New York, Nov. 7. 
The railroad between Warranton Junction 
and Beallon Station is ne trly completed. The 
weather is beautiful, and the troops are ready 
tor duty. 

A letter from F ort Scott of the 28th ult. to 
the Times says that Gen Biunt leaves on the 
29th for the Indian Territory, to turn over his 
command to Gen. McNeil. The at>3eace of 
Biunt has encouraged the rebel Gen. Coopjr 
to concentrate his forces, and is threatening 
tbe line cf the Arkansas. 

General McNeil is puisuing Shelby. 

General Blunt bas made a demand on the 
rebel Gen. Cooper for the surrender of Quau- 
trell and bis men as murderers and assassins. 
If iefused, Blunt notifies Cooper that all sol- 
diers of Quantrell's command Will b ; shot. 
Our force is about five thousand, the rebels 
having about twice that number. 

Tbe steamer Fulioo, from Port Royal the 
4ib, has arrived. On thr- 5th she gave coasj 
to nnd fired eighteen tim s into ths rebel 
steamer Margaret and Jessie, an 1 captured 
her, and towed herlo Niwk rk. Tne prize is 
an iron-clad built steamer, of 800 tons, aud 
very fast, and has a valuable cargo of silks, 
wines, drygoods, &c, from N issan for Wi - 
mington. 

A letter to the Herald from Gen. Bmks's 
fleet, of tbe 27th ult., states that all ihe vessels 
crossed the bar that morning, and weres'eatn- 
ing out to sea. The fleet comprises some 
twenty vessels accompanied by gunboats. 

Gen. Ord is seriously sick. 

The steamer Locust Point, from New Or- 
leans of the 29th, arrived this morning. 

A letter dated New Orleans, of the 29th, 
sajs I lie 19ib and 13th aimy corps are yet in 
ttieviiioiiy of Vermillion, or between there 
and Opelousas. They had not advanced be- 
yond Opelousas, and probably will remtin 
holding ihe country aires dy in our posses i n 
until something is heard from the expedition 
latey Eailed from there. There has been no 
lighting. Unfounded rumors prevail of at- 
tacks at different points on our line. 

By the Fu'ton we have dates from Charles- 
Ion bar of the 4th. The bombardment of 
Sumpter was progressing. The rebels re- 
maining still in possession of what remained 
of it.

Cincinnati, Nov. 8. 

The Grand Jury found true bills of indict- 
ment against tbe parties charged with conspir- 
acy. The case came up in the I'nited Slates 
Court vesterday, but, at the request of the 
counsel for tbe prisoners, was postponed uatil 
the 18th irst. The indictment charges them 
with treason in endeavoring to release John 
Morgan and his officers from the penitentiary, 
10 rt lerse prisoners from the barracks in this 
city, and conspiring to capture the U. S. 
steamer Michigan on Lake Erie. 

Cairo, Nov. 7. 

Two rebel officers recently cmtured in Ala- 
bama arrrived here a few days since, and were 
allowed ihe limits of the city on a .parole of 
lo oi.
